Beilted to Secretary Lansing: today by 
Count von Bernstorff, tlio German am- 
baspador. Germany assures the United 
States that it has no idea of revokiiiL;

The note says Germany can conceive 
of no reason for changing or postpon- 
ing the new instructions to her sub- 
marine commanders to treat as v%-arships 
enemy merchantships armed '•defensive- 
ly," and that special precautions have 
been taken to prevent ships that are 
not armed from being attacked.

Secretary Lansing is understood

It is understood that the note 
would be brought to the attention of 
President ^Yilson before night and noth- 
ing definite regarding it would be diTciii- 
. .ed'uclil-after it had been submitted to 
the cabinet'toindrrow. 


The German note at the outset reiter- 
at'.'S tiie previous pledges, which -wi-r^i 
given on Sept. 1 and Oct. 5, last yoar, 
for tlie safety of unresisting liners and 
thou go<^s on 1o i^ay the German govern- 
ment. docs not believe those assurances 
have been modi lied by the new moiuor- 
anduni. 


No Mention Made. 


During the negotiations over the Lns- 
itania, it says, no mention was made of 
armed nierchantuien and that the Unit- 
ed States in one of its notes on Iho 
Lusitania mentioned unarmed merchant- 
men. Attention then is called to the as- 
surances previously given in which it is 
stated that liners 
will 
not be sunk 
witliout warnij.ig, provide<l they do not 
offer ri-sistanc.e. 


Attention also is railed to the st.'ite- 
meiit <)i the American government in 
its notice to port authorities that the 
presence of armament on board a mer- 
chant 
vessel 
creates 
tlie 
presumption 
that the vessel is armed for offensive. 
It is stated that a submarine commanl- 
er cannot be expected to warn an en- 
emy merchantman, whicli has a right to 
tire on the submarine which warns it, I 
and the German fiovernment sets up the 
contention that equipment and intention 
to resist a warning given by a subniar- i 
ine does not come within the detinition 
of defensive armament.

Believes Plan in Accord, 


The note makes it clear that the Ber- 
lin go\eniment'believes its new instruc- 
tions to submarine commanders are in 
accordance with the viewpoint expressed 
by the United States in its memorandum 
j.ioposing a modus vivendi to the entente 
allies for the disarmament of merchant 
ships. 
It declares that German subma- 
rine commanders have been so instructed 
that they will not destroy a merchant 
ship on a question of armament unless 
it is known positively that such arma- 
ment exists. 
The declaration that pre- 
vious pledges will not be revoked also is 
formailj' given. 


The efforts of the United States to

The great battle of Verdun, new 
entering 
its 
sefcond week, is 
con- 
tinuing with tuiabated fury, with the 
German armies driving hard at' the 
French defenses along a lengthening 
line which now runs far beyond thp 
salient in which lies the fortress. 


Paris asserts that with the pour- 
ing in of heavy reinforcements for 
Gen. Joffre's armies the German ad- 
vance has been checked, but Berlin 
claims a coiltinuation of the forward 
march on the French stronghold. 


Along the Meuse to the north of 
Verdun, the Germans have been un- 
able to make as rapid progress as in 
the initial stages of the battle and 
even on the Woevre front where the 
French at first fell back • they now 
appear to be offering effective resist- 
ance.

the Verdun salient for any great dis-

The total of lives lost in the sink-

the last report of the American ambas- 
^ eador at Berlin, in which he made the 
V statement: "The British 
taxpayer is 
; paying a large sum in wages bccause 
si the Ruhleben prisoners are unwilling to 
r do the fatigue work of the camp." 
I 
This charge is called unjust and un- 
generous by the released prisoners, who 
say that Ambassador Gerard has no real 
knowledge of the workuig of the camp. 
I 
I t is true that the British goveiTi- 
} ment pays five marks a week to each 
, civilian prisoner in the camp. But each 
receipt states explicitly that the money 
must be repaid if asked lor by the Brit- 
ish chancellor of the exchequer. At one 
time, the released prisoners say further, 
this sum did help the inmate of the 
camp to live, but with butter at four 
marks a pound and other foods in keep- 
ing, five marks does not go very far. In 
fact, the prisoners rely almost entirely 
on parcels from England. 


Regarding the policing of the camp, 
: prisoners oflFer this explanation. 
Z^Iany 
of the prisoners have no relatives or 
friends from whom to obtain parcels by 
mail. 
To support these dependents, a 
; fund is raised by the contribution of a 
; p.enny a week by all who are able to

have volunteered to do fatigue duty.

Methods is Given in 


Recent Report.

Indianapolis, Feb. 28.—As an illustra- 
tion of the method of handling the state 
institutions, a fair showing is that made 
by Dr. George F. Edemharter and the 
trustees of the Central hospital for the 
insane. 
Di'. Edenharter has been the 
superintendent of this institution for 
twenty-three years. 
Under his manage- 
ment the hospital has made and sus- 
tained a reputation and is looked upon 
as a model by the men of all countrie-s 
who are most interested and able in the 
"study of the care of the insane. 
• 


The report made by Dr. Edenharter 
a few days ago, covering the year 191 
shows among other things that during 
the twenty-three years under one man- 
agement, there has not been a single 
year showing a deficit, and there has 
not been a year in which some balancj 
has not been turned back to the state" 
treasury. 
The sum turned back has ag- 
gregated $179,271.89. 


Tho nature of the ailments of 
the 
persons 
confined 
in 
this 
institution 
makes it especially desirable that they 
be well cared for and this has always 
been uppermost in the mind of tlie su- 
perintendent and trustees. 
There 
are 
also reasons why it is more difficult to 
economize in any one of the many de- 
partments. 
The si>ecifications for food 
supply is the very best quality in every 
instance 
and 
these 
specifications 
are 
shown in the annual report. 
There is 
shoAvn these surprising figures that the 
subsistence expense per capita has been 
six cents per meal. 
But still j n o r c sur- 
prising is that the entire expense of the 
institution 
shows 62 cents a day for 
each patient. 
On this point the ofllcial 
report makes this comment: 


"In connection with- the foregoing cal- 
culation, it .«'hould be Viorne in mind: 
that this was the first hospital for the 
ipsane Jn Indiana; 
that 
the 
original 
building the department for men, was 
constructed in 1847, and that the de- 
terioration therein 
is extensive; 
that 
the institution as a whole does not rep- 
resent modern ideas of arrangement or 
con-struction; that this fact hampers the 
management 
in 
economy 
of 
service; 
that many of tho buildings are old; 
that much of the equipment is worn; 
that the demands for repair of build- 
ings and replacement of equipment arc 
insistent and con.stant; that the heating 
syst<>ni is antiquated, unsystematic and 
therefore expensive; 
that our tillable 
eroimd is confined to about forty-nine 
acres; that the property valuation on 
September 30, 1915, Avas $2,071,032.24; 
that wc had during the year a general 
average munber of 
iiaticnts, 
l,539.o!>; 
that Ave had an average nun\ber of em- 
ploj'es, 328.7G; that the per capita ex- 
penditure per patient from all funds, 
sixty-two cents a day, includes mainten- 
ance and repair of the property ajid 
equipment, clothing, provisions and food, 
physicians' services, 
scientific research, 
separate hospital facilities, nursing and 
care, medical and surgical supplies, sn'r- 
aries and Avages, fuel, light and Avater, 
furniture and bedding, household and 
laundry supplies, printing, postage, tele- 
graph, telephone and transpoi-tation ex- 
penses, music and entertainments, sub- 
sistence, Iwusing and care for the em- 
ployes. 
in fact, this sixty-tAvo cents a 
day per patient covers all of the dis- 
bursements Avhich Avas found necessary 
to carry out the purpose of the insti 
tution. 


'•If the A-aried items mentioned in tlie 
preceding paragraph, togetiier with tho 
essentials of cure, protection and discip- 
line, Avere as fully provided for an adult 
insane person at home, it must be evi. 
dent, to eA'^rv thinking and fair-minded 
citizen, that they could not be furnishi'd 
for any such amount. 


"Insanity is liable to occur in any 
family, no matter Avhat their social or 
financial position; it is sometimes insid- 
ious in its approach and again the at- 
tack is delivered Avithout Avarning. 


'Should this dire misfortune, with its 
concomitant anxiety, gloom and depres- 
sion, iuA-ade tlie household of any cit- 
izen. Avould he, after considering 
the 
helpless or destriictiA'c tendencies of the 
patient, the diiliculties Avitli Avhich w, 
arc compelled to contend in operating, 
and the present market conditions, argno 
for one moment, ihat sixty-tAvo cents a 
day AA'a.s an extravagant amount for 
the state to e.vpend in the care of his 
beioA-ed one, especially Avhen this sum 
had to meet all items of expense? 
Wc 
think not! 
On the contrary, Ave are in 
cUncd to believe, that if it was his wife, 
his son, or his daughter AA'ho Avas com- 
mitted, he Avould be apt to declare the 
amount as woefully inadequate to meet 
the humrtlic and scientific demand.s oi 
modern ideas concerning the treatnienf 
of these unfortunates. 


'Therefore, before p citizen^ Avbo is 
unacquainted with the heartaches caus- 
ed by this infliction, adversely critic¡ze^. 
as unwarranted 
and extravagant, 
the 
expenditures Avhich haA'e been incurred 
by the state, to care for tho imfortun- 
ates Qf other families, let him fully in- 
vestigate the reason therefor, from the 
humanitarian 
aspect as Avell as the 
purely 
commercial, and 
then, 
before 
rendering his verdict, counsel with the 
greatest of all precepts, 
the 
Golden 
Rule."

At» opinion of much interest to Fort Wayne lias just been given by 
Attorney General Stotsenburg, who, in connection with the proposed 
armory project holds that an armory, constructed for the use of the na- 
tional guard, with the aid of state appropriations, might be used for 
public purposes and rooms therein might be set aside for such organ- 
izations as the G. A. R. and Sons of Veterans, if the annory board, 
provided to control such armories by an act of the 1907 legislature, 
should agree to such uses for the building. 


The view of the attorney general is quite in line with the purpose 
in Fort Wayne, where it is proposed to construct, with the aid of the 
county, a public subscription in Fort Wayne and the state appropria- 
tion of $20,000, set apart by the last legislature, an armory 
building 
that 
shall provide not only suitable 
and 
adequate 
quarters for the local national guard complement, but à building 
'which would also be available for other public meetings as well as 
fc]' organi/iations kindred to the militaiy bodies. The Stotsenburg 
opinion also says, in effect, that the senior officer of the Indiana na- 
riojial guard, in command of the troops, occupying such an armory, 
alight decide as to whether public meetings might be held therein. 


Since the visit of the Fort Wayne committee to Governor Rals- 
ton some days ago with a definite proposition to comply with the 
terms of the legislative grant and secure the $20,000 appropi-iation by 
the state for armory pui-poses, there has been marked activity at In- 
dianapolis to jump in ahead of Fort Wayne and take advantage of a 
situation in which mighty little interest was manifested until Fort 
Wayne began bestirring itself. Governor Ralston has declared his 
belief that the armory, in order to be of the largest use to the people 
of the entire state, should be located at Indianapolis, but that in the 
absence of action there he purposed giving Fort Wayne's claims seri- 
ous consideration. 
The opinion of the attorney general seems to 
thoroughly clarify one phase of the situation. 
Fort Wayne's pur- 
pose to use the armory for general public purposes as well as for the 
military is not in contravention of the state's grant to aid the project. 
Fort Wayne's position in the matter is well taken, and her claims 
mil be pressed with all earnestness. She is prepared to make good.

and strategical dignity seldom admitted 
in times of peace when three sufficient 
meals a day belong to the pTosy routine 
of life, and some of the most importAUC 
stimuli toward the increased production 
and better conservation of, foods have 
been born in the stress of war necessi- 
ties. 
The canning industries have be- 
come such an all-important feature of 
our modern existence that it is almost 
imppssible to imagine a time when their 
innumerable products were not, and yet, 
in a study recently prepareff for the 
National Geographic society at Wash- 
ington by William Joseph Showalter, it 
is pointed out that the greatest of his- 
tory'» general's called the canning in- 
dustry into being as one of the impera- 
tive elements in his magnificent mili- 
tary projects. 
The present war givcd 
evidence of bringing in its train of hor- 
rors and desolations its 
contributions 
toward the progressive solution of lead- 
ing all the peoples of earth. 
Some of 
these pecxiliar reactions of the cannon, 
tlie rifle and the sword upon the larder 
and the kitchen are given in the Jia- 
tional Geographic society's bulletin, as 
follows: 


"At the present juncture, while great 
issues of world politics hang critically 
upon the effort of the entente powers in 
the European war to force the central 
powers 
into 
submission 
by 
drawing 
around them the steel ring of war and 
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the cold ring of hunger, it is more than 
interesting to take an inventory of the 
world's ^market basket, and to pause for 
a passing moment to see what effi;ct 
war has had on the world's food supply 
in the past, what it is having today, 
and, if possible, to forecast its eire,'^t 
upon the future food problem of the 
earth. 


"If we go back one hundred years it 
will be discovered that France was fac- 
ing almost the same problems then that 
Germany 
is facing today. 
England's 
fleet blockaded France's ports then just 
as they blockade Germany's today, and 
oversea foodstufTs had little chance to 
reach the French. 
x 


"How far this went, and how great 
an effect it had on conditions in Napol- 
eon's empire, is revealed by the fact 
that sugar sold for two dollars a pound 
And that the world is not sugar-hungry 
today is due to the steps taken by Na- 
poleon to overcome the effect of the 
blockade on sugar. 
Years before, some 
Prussian scientists had been trying to 
get sugar from' the beet, and, under 
the patronage of the king of Prussia 
Frederick 
William 
III, 
succceded 
in 
their task. 


"Napoleon borrowed their ideas, set 
up beet-sugar factories around Lille, and 
gave to the beet-sugar industry 
that 
impetus which has resulted in its de- 
velopment to a point where it yields 
half of the world's supply of sugar. 


"The Little Corporal saw himself serl 
ously embarrased in the matter of food 
supplies 
for his 
army. 
He 
wanted 
sometliing for 
his 
men besides things 
<ihat 
Avere dried or smoked—a desird 
that was enhanced by his knowh?dge 
that millions of dollars in valuable but 
perishable foods were wasted because ot 
the lack of adequate means of preserv- 
ing them. 


"He 
therefore 
offered 
a 
prize" of 
twelve thousand francs to any one who 
would devise a nfacticable method of 
nreaerving 
such 
foodstuffs. 
,Such 
method was quickly evolved, and out of 
it has grown the world's canning in 
dustry—one of the important steps that 
civilization has taken in.J;ho direction of 
insuring mankind against famine. , 


"It is not improbable that the present 
war will bring to mankind new methods 
in the feeding of the race that 
will 
prove as important as those brought out 
by the Napolenic wars. 
It has beeu 
announced lately that the Germans Iiave 
devisfed a new synthetic method of pro- 
ducing protein. 
It is said that they 
feed yeast with a combination of sugar 
and nitrogen from the air, and thus 
secure that most important of all of 
the elements that enter into the world's 
diet—^protein. 
Examples of protein arc 
the whites of eggs, 
the 
muscles o^ 
meats, the casein of milk, the gluten of 
flour, and the nitrogenous fats. 


"It may also happen that as a result 
of the war will come the utilization of 
other plant products than those now 
entering into direct use as human food. 
There are approximately half a million 
species of plants in the world, and yet 
only a few thousand of them are used 
at all for food, while only a few hun- 
dred of these are used to any important 
extent. 
Some of the plants which we 
now grow are expensive food-produeers, 
some produce food that is difficult to 
digest, and some give small yield. per 
acre."

Buffalo, 
N. Y., Chicago and smaller Great Lak*! 
ports. 


The opening of the Panama canal, the 
activities of submarines and the healthy 
increase in exports are considered the 
immediate causes of the 
shipbuilding 
boom. .The claim is made, without de- 
nial from th(5 builders, that old ships 
and vessels now under construction are 
bringing better prices 
than 
in 
many 
years. 


This boom will bring millions of dol- 
ars of business to the dozen or so of 
shipbuilding companies, has created new 
work for hundreds of men and already 
has caused the rebuilding of old yards 
and the planning of several new ones. 


The demand is strong for both lake 
and ocean vessels and only the inabil- 
ity of the builders to give assurance ot 
delivery of the ships by 1017 stands in 
the way of even heavier orders. Foreign 
interests are prominent among the buj'- 
ers. 


With the first clash of arms in Europo 
shippers saw the necessity for obtainin,; 
boats quickly to carry merchandise to 
foreign and domestic ports. 
One Now 
York capitalist obtained at least fou/ 
huge Great Lake package freighters. At 
the Welland canal these ships had to- 
be ciit into sections btjfore they could 
continue the trip to the coast.

the Cleveland reports. 
The tonnage of 
the vessels that will be under construc- 
tion in Michigan harbors during 191»i is 
estimated at 100,000. 


Duluth says the tirst ship to be built 
at the Superior, Mich., yards since 1010 
will be constructed this year "provided 
the steeUcan be secured." 
The scarcity 
of steel also is mentioned from Detroit. 
The inability to purchase greater quan-1 
tities of building material, Detroit say?, j 
has prevented several companies from 
enlarging their plants. 


At Chicago, the Calumet docks, which 
have 
been occupied only with 
repair 
work during the last eight years, have 
just received an order for the construc- 
tion of a freight steamer. 2i60 feet long 
and 43.6 foot beam. 
This boat, which 
is to be launched 
the latter part of 
April; Avas ordered through New York 
agents for a concern in Norway, the 
name of which is not known at the Cal- 
umet docks.

T is in. the earliest periods ot 
life that a mothen's responsi- 
bilities are graat and her op- 
portunity for mlaking or mar- 
ring her child's chara^ster are many. 
After a few years the child will pass 
from her control sbonjer or later, in 
greater or less degiree; probahiy, as 
the years pass, she who clin^gi most 
determinedly to the exercise of con- 
trol will lose its reality most quickly. 
Certainly she who only commences to

< Washington, Feb. 28.—Advocates of 
military "preparedness" are polntinif to 
' the federal reserve banking system as 
an example of the success of prepared- 
ness as applied to business and finance. 
It is contended that the present pros- 
perity of the United States dates from 
tho mobilization of the nation's credit 
and banking power by the installation 
of the new banking tjystem. 
It went 
into effect soon after the war in Europe 
began and, according to general boliei, 
enabled the United States to meet the 
business crisis caused by,- the war. 


Under this new system, your savings, 
mine and those of the other fellow, and 
of all other American citizens are unit- 
ed and put to the uses /of all of us in 
common for financial '^defense." 
Wil- 
liam P. MalFmrn. first assi.stant secre- 
tary of the treasury, describes the per- 
sonal service rendered by the reserve 
s.vstem, thus: 


"Your bank need never dose its doors 
while it has its portfolio filled with good 
loans, because of insufficient mone.v in 
the vaults to pay depositors who are 
demanding their money. 
If a solvent 
merchant or manufacturer, you will not 
be obliged to close your place of busi- 
ness and perhaps be stamped^as a bank- 
nipt because yoin- bank for some pe- 
culiar and temporary reason lacks the 
cash to give you *a loan on your good 
assets. If you have a job in a factory, 
you are no longer exposed to the danger 
of loss of employment by the closing of 
that factory, if it is.in-solvent condition, 
because your employer's bank 
unable 
to provide cash for the pa.y rolls. 


"In all these situations and a multi- 
tude of others, now, the member banks 
of the federal reserve system, when 
money is needed, take the good notei 
of farmers, merchants and manufactur- 
ers to the federal reserve bank and con- 
vert them into federal reserve noteu 
which 
are 
obligations of the United 
States government. 


"These notes are probabl.v safer than 
any paper money ever devised. 
When 
the reserve banks issue these notes they 
are required to hold in their vaults gold 
to an amount equal to 40 per cent, of 
the face of the note, so that they may 
be able to redeem them if they are 
presented for payment. The notes have 
the government and 40 per cent, gold 
behind 
them. 
National 
bank 
notes, 
which have never fallen below par in 
the fifty years of their existence, have 
only five per cent, in gold' or lawful 
money behind them. 


"This means an end of panics. 
With 
member banks of the federal reserve 
system able to pay out over their coun 
ters these federal reserve notes in prac- 
tically- limitless volume, the suspensión 
of payment and of loans that took place 
in 1897 and 1903, can never be re- 
peated.

Washington, 1). C., Feb. 28.--The 
war in Mesopotamian lands lias meant 
new interest to the many peoples ana 
tribes living in the {jrcat arca immed'- 
ately east of Suez. 
Kvcn the Bedouins 
have comc to figure in one way or an- 
other in the news of the hour. The isa- 
tional Geographic socicty, of Wajjliina- 
ton, gives au interesting picture of their 
viewpoint upon the question of whctlier 
thev are brigands and robbers or only a 
])eoplc enforcing laws which they have 
a right to make ,and ('ducate. It says: 


"Although the Bedouins claim them- 
selves to be the descendants of Ishmael, 
whom the Angel of the Lord declared 
would be 'a wild man; his hand will bo 
against every man, and every man s 
hand will be against him,' they declare 
themselves to be a peaceful people en- 
gaged only in collecting their legitimate 
dues from / those Avho travel 
tlirough 
their lands. 


"While 
the 
hundreds 
of 
caravans 
which have been held up and deprived 
of their possessions will probably dis- 
sent from their view, that view is given 
here for what it is worth. 


"The Bcdouina contend that the des- 
ert is his land as much as America be- 
longs to the Americans or England to 
the English. 
He reasons that he has 
as much right to levy a toll on all who 
travel his ^way as a western govern- 
ment has to levy a tariff or to collect 
an excise tax. 


"He contends that every caravan en- 
tering Bedouin territory can, by the 
payment of a proper fee, secure from 
the nearest Bedouin sheik a passport 
which will entitle it to safe passage 
through their territory. 
Failing to ae- 
cure a passport and to pay such a toll 
for the privilege of passinp through the 
desbrt, the Bedouin asserts that 
the 
traveler puts himself in the same cate- 
gory witii the smuggler, the bootlegger, 
and the moonshiner in our own coun- 
try, ajjd that his goods are as justly 
liable to confiscation as those of the 
smuggler and moonshiner in America. 


"The Bedouins declare that the-^cara 
van owner not only can secure the right 
to pass through their territory, un- 
molested. but that he can even go fur- 
ther, and secure from them, for a 
proper fee, an escort which will protert; 
him and his property 
while iii the 
desert. 


"Whether or not the viewpoint of th.^ 
Bedouin in this matter is right is one 
of political theory and not of geograph- 
ical fact. -But whether right or wTong. 
the Bedouin, in his reasoning, in his 
history, and in his geographic situation, 
is only of the most interesting of all 
those whose lives have been aflfecte<l by 
the great war."

It Avas stated there it was hoped 
more names of persons saved will be 
received. 


Forty-seven Bodies Recovered.

washed 
ashore, 
making the total of bodies recovered 
47- 
Many 
relatives are arriving a t 
Dover for the purpose of endeavoring 
to identify bodies. 


Among those rescued yesterday was 
a baby, warmly clad, which was found 
floating on its back. 
TIic child was dis- 
covered by a patrol boat and was taken 
into" the 
eng-ine 
room. 
After being 
warmed it smiled at its rescuers and 
seemed none the worse for the immer- 
sion. 


High Seas Hamper Rescue. 


The 
steamer had pist 
pa.ssed Ad- 
miralty pier at Dover and was opposite 
Shakespeare 
Cliff, Avhen an explosion 
shook, it from end to end. I t listed im- 
mediately to poit. 
High seas were run- 
ning. and the 
captain 
realizing that 
gieat damage had been 
done to th.; 
afterpart of,his vessel, tried to run it 
aground, 
but the engine 
room was 
swamped and the ship became unman- 
"ageable.. 


The 
plight of the vessel was ob- 
.served and dozens of craft Avent at 
full speed to the rescue. 


Rescue Boat Sunk. 


One of them, the British tanker Em- 
press, of Fort William, of 2.181 tons, 
struck another mine and sank near-by.. 


Aboard the Maloja ever^'thing pos- 
sible was done to get the passengers and 
crow off. All the boats already had 
Iwen swung out before it struck as a 
precaution 
against 
accident, and all 
those aboard had suflFicient time to put 
on life belts, instruction in the use of 
which had been given the previous even- 
ing. 


Bodies Washed Ashore. 


Boat after boat and a 
niimber of 
rafts were sent away, but^ several per- 
sons leaped 
into tjie water, and were 
picked up by the surrounding c^aft. 
I t 


was at first thought that all had been 
saved, but .later bodies 
were 
washed 
ashore, and their number was gradually 
added to during the day. 


Owing to the fact that Dover is un- 
der strict military law, it was possible 
to 
obtain only 
meager 
details 
from 
those rescued. 
The captain said 
that 
both passengers and crew behaved splen- 
didly. 


The British press is almost imani- 
mous in assuming that the Maloja and 
the other vessels simk by mines during 
the week-end Avere victims of a fresh 
sowing of German 
mines. 
There is 
much speculation as to how these mine.? 
could hare been laid. 
The theory most 
frequently advanced is that a certain 
cla.ss of neutral shipping was employed. 
The Fall Mall 
Gazette 
suggests 
that 
such operations may drive England to 
still more stringent supervision of neu- 
tral shipping than has yet been exercised 
by the admiralty.

ances to their families. 
There was no 
disorder. 
Several deputies,

Near Bradford one 
ammunition^ factory and three .spinning 
mills were wrecked. 
At Parlington one 
bomb destroyed 22 houses. 


"On the llumber a battery was si- 
lenct-d, the cannon and searchlights be- 
ing destroyed. • At (irimsby and in the 
vicinity of Hull 
considerable 
damage 
was done as was also the case at Shef- 
field. 


"The de=;troyers Eden and Nith wer^ 
sunk. 
The Carolina, a 
light 
cruiser, 
also was sunk, 
4 7 of the crew being 
drowned.'' 


A Berlin dispatch on Feb. 1 said tha\ 
the three Avarships mentioned had be«i 
sunk dining the Zeppelin 
raid. 
This 
Avas denied by the British gOA-ernment, 
which stated that neither the Carolina 
nor any other British warship nor any 
merchant siiip was stnick by a bomb.

Jn a recent address delivered liy Dr. 
W. K. Book, deputy state superintend- 
ent in charge of vocational education, he 
outlined some of the objects sought to 
be 
obtained 
and 
bein^j 
accomplished 
through this branch of school work. 


"Stated 
generally," 
said 
Dr. 
Book, 
"vocational education seeks to serve ii 
community 
or state 
by training 
men 
and women, young or old, in all sorts 
of 
ways for all kinds of useful and 
productive work, to the end that they 
may ba made more 
intelligent, inoto 
capable, and 
more ambitious 
workers, 
and. therefore, happier men and women 
and better citizens. The controlling pur- 
pose of a vocational 
department 
oi- 
school must be to fit its students for 


efficient Avork in a particular occupation 
or trade. 
The course of study in a vo- 
cational school is made up of such prac- 
tice or shop work, and such academic 
and science subjects, as are necessary or 
as may be thousfht helpful to students 
who desire to prepare .theraselve» for 
the particular occupations taught in the 
school." 


As is here indicated, each school is 
made to fit the needs of the community 
in which it is to bo located, and to this 
end special surveys are made to deter- 
mine these special requirements. 
Dr. 
Book says further: 


"Theoretically 
vocational 
education 
means conserving the full talents and 
capacities of all our young people by 
determining what the.se talents and ca- 
pacities are, and by giving full oppor- 
tunity in our school", for their cultiva- 
tion and development. 
Practically con- 
sidered vocational education means fit- 
ting by education and training so far 
as this can be done, all classes of peo- 
ple in a city or state for some form of 
creative and ii.sefnl work. 


"Wo arc coming to believe that every 
citizen of the state should be prejmred 
by education and training to do some 
useful form of work, for until this has 
been achieved the individual will not 
be able to make his own life of valuo to 
himself, or himself 
of service to 
so- 
ciety. 


"The courses of 
study ^for evening 
schools are, in general, made out by 
practical teachers working in co-opera- 
tion with a committee of employers and 
skilled workmen from the trades, who 
know the needs and shortcomings of thfi 
workers. 
Each occupation is analyzid 
to determine what tlie workers in that 
field arc called upon to do and what 
they need to know to succeed in that 
trade. 
Tlie men and women taking t!ie 
courses have already selected their oc- 
cupations and afe trying by attendin«,' 
evening or dull season classes to get the 
kind of knowledge and skill which will 
make them 
more 
pi'oflcient in their 
chosen occupation. 
They work in the 
shop or at their trade during the day 
or busy season. In the four or six hours 


a week which they attend the 
voca- 
tional school, they arc. taught the sci- 
ences 
and 
technique 
which 
underlies 
their craft or trade and which they need 
to 
master to make them 
first 
class 
workmen, 
' "Those Avho arc engaged in juvei^ile 
pursuits and drifting from one job to 
another, must be helped in a diflferent 
way. 
They must be given more general 
education 
and 
i)re-vocational 
work. 
They viust be guided and urged to make 
a selection of a permanent oc,,cupation 
or trade and then be prepared by spec- 
ial -education or training for the work 
selected. 
The problem 
of 
vocational 
guidance looms large when we deal w'ith 
this particular group. 


"They should be given correct infor- 
mation about all occupations open to 
them. 
They should be shown the op- 
portunities which these lines of work 
present to the men and women who are 
well trained and prepared 
for 
their 
work. 
They should be taught to inves- 
tigate and ascertain from every possible 
source the training that is needed and 


the qualities of character that are nec- 
essary for success in these several oc- 
cupations. 


"The individual pupils should be stud- 
ied to determine, so far as possible, 
their vocational aptitudes. 
They should 
also be given thorough practice in vari- 
ous kinds of shop work, an opportunity 
to try themselves out in a few funda- 
mental lines of work. 
If this can not 
be done through actual shop work in 
the continuation school, tiicir past Avork 
records should be studied Ayith a vieA>- 
of determining their vocational 
ben:,. 
They might also be helped through a 
placement 
bureau 
to 
secure 
work 
in 
different occupations. 


"Vocational education rightly consid- 
ered means that young people at a cer- 
tain stage of their educational career 
must be given correct information about 
modern social and industrial conditions, 
information which will enable them cor- 
rectly to luiderstand and appreciate the 
more important ways of making a liv- 
ing. practiced bv present day 
society 
It presupposes a certain amount of gen- 


eral education as a basis, and takes for 
granted that all young people are going 
to be helped in the matter of seiactinii 
a life occupation Avhich is in harmony 
with their native capacities and talents. 
It assumes that all young people will 
be given some chance in other line-i of 
work besides the academic. 
It means 
that the last years of schooling for 8V- 
erA' boy and girl in the state, after a 
choice of an occupation has been inad>;, 
Avill be devoted to a kind of education 
Avhich seeks to fit them specifically for 
the line of Avork Avhich they cxpect ta 
follow in life."

No-Mention Made. 


During the negotiations over the Lus- 


itanin, it says, no mention was made of 
armed merchantmen and that the Unit- 
ed States in one of its notes on the 
Lusitania mentioned unarmed merchant- 
men. Attention then is called to the as- 
surances previously given iu which it is 
stated that liners 
will not be sunk 


without warning, provided they do not 
offer resistance. 


Attention also is called to the state- 


ment of tho American government in 
its notice to port authorities that the 
presence of armament on hoard a-mer- 
chant vessel creates the presumption 
that the vessel is armed for offensive. 
It is stated that a submarine comman.l-

Report of American 


Ambassador. 


London, Feb. 10.—(Correspondence o! 


The Associated Press).-/Releaaea prir 
oners from the Ruhleben camp who have 
returned to England are indignant over 
tha hist report of the American ambas 
sador at Berlin, in which he made the 
statement: "The British taxpayer is' 
paying a large sum in wages because 
the Ruhleben prisoners are. unwilling to 
do the fatigue work of the camp." 


This charge is called unjust and un- 


generous by the released prisoners, who 
say that Ambassador Gerard has no real 
knowledge of the working of the camp. 


It is true that the British, govern- 


ment pays five marks a week to each 
civilian prisoner in the camp. But each 
receipt states explicitly that tho money 
nnvst be repaid if asked tor by the Brit- 
ish chancellor of the exchequer. At one 
time, the released prisoners say further, 


. this 'sum did help the inmate of the 


camp to live, but with butter at four 
marks a pound and other foods in keep 
ing, five marks does not go very far. In 
fact, the prisoners rely almost entirely 
on parcels from England. 


Regardine the policing of the camp 


prisoners offer this explanation. Many 
of the prisoners have no relatives or 
friends from whom to obtain parcels by 
mail. To support these dependents, a 
fund is raised by the contribution of a 
penny a week by all who are able to 
pay. 
This fund is turned over to the 


captains of the various barracks. 
Oui 


of it is paid the wage of the men who 
have volunteered to do fatigue duty. 


A returned prisoner by tho name o! 


Keanc, who spent fourteen months n. 
1- 


Ruhleben, after a month of solitary con 
fmement, says that games and enter 
tainmcnts are absolutely necessary in 
the camp for keeping up the spirits o 
men. 
Early last year a wave of de 


pression swept the camp and one man, 
on receiving news of tho death of hU 
wife, cut his throat in the presence of 
four hundred other prisoners. It took 
at this time the utmost exertion on 
the part of a few to keep up any games 
at all.

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The Use of the Armory 


An opinion of much interest to Fort Wayne lias just been given by 


Attorney General Stotseuburg, who, in connection with the proposed 
armory project holds that an armory, constructed 1'or the use of tlie na- 
tional guard, with the aid of state appropriations, might be used for 
public purposes and rooms therein might be -set aside for such organ- 
izations as the G. A. II. and Sons of Veterans, if the armory board, 
provided to control such armories by tin act of the 1907 legislature, 
should agree to such uses for the building. . 


The view of the attorney general is quite in line with the purpose 


in Fort Wayne, where it is proposed .to construct, with the aid of the 
county, a public subscription in Fort "Wayne and the state appropria- 
tion of $20,000, set apart by the last legislature, an 
armory 


building that 
shall provide not only suitable and adequate 


quarters for the local national guard complement, but a building 
which would also be available for other public meetings as well as 
'or organizations kindred to the military bodies. The Stotsenburg 
opinion also says, in effect, that the senior officer of the Indiana na- 
tional trmird, in command of the troops, occupying such an armory, 
aiight di-eide as to whether public meetings might be held therein. 


Since the visit of the Fort Wayne committee to Governor Hals- 


ton some days ago with a definite proposition to comply with the 
terms of the legislative grant and secure the $20,000 appropriation by 
the state for armory purposes, there has been marked activity at In- 
dianapolis to jump in ahead of Fort Wayne and take advantage of a 
situation in which mighty little interest was manifested until Fort 
Wayne began bestirring itself. Governor Ealston has declared Ms 
belief that the armory, in order to be of the largest use to the people 
of the entire state, should be located at Indianapolis, but that in the 
absence of action there he purposed giving Fort Wayne'9.claims seri- 
ous consideration. The opinion of the attorney general seems • to 
thoroughly clarify one phase of the situation. Fort Wayne's pur- 
pose to use the armory for general public purposes as well as for the 
military is not in contravention of the state's grant to aid the project. 
Fort Wayne's position in the matter is well taken, and her claims 
;wfll be pressed with all earnestness. She is prepared to make good. 


Witb. the solid Indiana delegation and twenty-three of the 


twenty-six Kentucky delegates to the republican national convention 
pledged to him from the outset, Charles Warren Fairbanks will go to 
Chicago in June in very advantageous position for the scramble for 
the presidential nomination. The Indiana man is today regarded as 
in many ways the most likely of the lot. Justice Hughes has again 
and again declared he doesn't want the nomination.

'"It is not improbable that the present 


war will bring to mankind new methods 
in the feeding of the race that will 
prove as important as those brought out 
by the Xapolenic wars. It has been 
announced lately that the Germans have 
devised a new synthetic method of pro- 
ducing protein. 
It is said that they 


feed yeast with a combination of sugar 
and nitrogen from the air. and thus 
secure that most important of all of 
the elements that enter into the world's 
diet—protein. 
Examples of protein arc 


the whites of eggs, 
the 
muscles of 


meats, the casein of milk, the gluten of 
flour, and the nitrogenous fats. 


"It may also happen that as a result 


of the war will come the utilization of 
other plant products than those now 
entering into direct use as human food. 
There are approximate^- half a million 
species of plants in the world, and yet 
only a few thousand of them are used 
at all for food, while only a few hun- 
dred of these arc used to .iny important 
extent.

TRAINING THE 


CHILD 


BY MRS. KINGSLEY. 


T is in the earliest periods of 


life that a mother's responsi- 
bilities are great and her op- 
portunity for making or mar- 


ring her child's character are many. 
After a few years the child will pass 
from her control sooner or later, in 
greater or less degree; probably, as 
the years pass, she who clings mos! 
determinedly to the exercise of con- 
trol will lose its reality most quickly. 
Certainly she who only commences to 
exercise it consciously as her child 
passes out of babyhood into the s)ag& 
of childhood .will find far more of the 
semblance than of the reality in all 
her dealings; and if she deplores this 
—deplores that her power is only ef- 
fective by conscious 
effort, that an 


elusive spirit of opposition underlies 
outward compliance—she will proba- 
bly find the cause in those past days of 
babyhood, when doubtless 
the tiny 


body, was well cared for, when dainty 
dresses and pretty ways were admired, 
but when the potentialities hidden in 
the small, almost toylike, atom were 
disregarded or unrealized. 


The first thing then to do in this 


or any other work of preparation is to 
think out carefully a definite scheme. 
Most training fail more or less egregi- 
ously because it is left to haphazard 
methods. -No sensible woman would 
expect an undertaking which depend- 
ed upon the co-operation of other per- 
sonalities to succeed without reasoned 
care and thought being bestowed up- 
on the proceedings to be followed. Now 
in the training of a child the environ- 
ment is a factor of Immense impor- 
tance, and this must be obtained of 
favorable character by the organizing 
powers of tho mother. For this rea- 
son, the simplest life is the easiest to 
control, and the fewer influences and 
personalities which are necessarily in- 
troduced into a baby's surroundings 
the easier 
becomes the task of the 


mother whose will and personality are 
to be. as they should, the guiding pow- 
er in the early days.

Then hang the stockings in the sun 
and wind to bleach and dry. Never 
touch them with a hot iron, but when 
thoroughly dry smooth out and roll up. 


Never put white silk stockings to soak 
]vitli black or colored silk stockings, 
for the dye is very apt to run out and 
streak the white hose badly.

military "preparedness" are pointing to 
he federal reserve banking system ab 
an. example of tho success of prepared- 
ness as applied to business'and finance, 
't is contended that the present pros- 
perity of the United States dates from 
he mobilization of -the nation's credit 
and banking power bv the installation 
of the new banking system. It went 
nto effect soou after the war in Europe 
bejran and, according to general beliel, 
enabled the United States to meet the 
business crisis caused by. the war.

The N-,i- 
tional Geographic society, of Washing- 
ton, civcs an interesting picture 01 their 
viewpoint upon the question of whether 
they are brigands and robbers or only a 
people enforcing laws which they havft 
a right to make ami educate. It says: 


"Although the Bedouins claim them- 


selves to be the descendants of Ishmoel. 
whom the Angel of the Lord declared 
would be 'a wild man'; his hand will be 
af^inst ever}' man, and every mans 
hand will be against him.' they declare 
themselves to be a peaceful people en- 
eaced only in collecting th^ir legitimate 
dues from those who travel thrau'jh 
their lands. 


"While 
the 
hundreds 
of caravans 


which have been held up ami deprived 
of their possessions will probably <lis- 
snnt from their view, that view is KU'UU 
here for what it is worth. 


"The Bedouins contend that (he des- 


ert is his land as much as America be- 
longs to the American? or England to 
the English. 
He reasons Hint lie has 


as much right to levy a toll on ail who 
travel his way as a western govern- 
ment has to levy a tariff or to collect 
an excise tax. 


"He contends that every caravan en- 


tering Bedouin territory can. by the 
payment of a proper fee, secure from 
the nearest Bedouin sheik .1 passport 
which will entitle it to safe passage 
through their territory. 
Failing to HU- 


curc a passport and to pay such a toil 
for the privilege of passinc through the 
desert, the Bedouin asserts that the 
traveler puts himself in the same cat','- 
gorv with the smuggler, the bootlegger, 
and the moonshiner in our own coun- 
try, and that his goods arc ns justly 
liable to confiscation .15 those of the 
smuggler nnd moonshiner in America. 


"The Bedouins declare thnt the cara 


van owner not only can secure the. right 
to pass through their territory, un- 
molested, but that he can even jro fur- 
ther, and secure from them, for a 
proper fee- nn escort which will protect 
him and his property 
while in the 


desert. 


''Whether or not the viewpoint of th.- 


Bedouin in this matter is right i? one 
of political theorv and not of gcogrjph 
ical fact. But whether right or •wrong, 
the Bedouin, in his reasoning, in his 
history, and in his geographic situation, 
is only of the most interesting of all 
those whose lives have been affected by 
the great war."

EMI, NE SAYS

Berkeley, Cal., Feb. 28.—The pure food 


movement started back in the days of 
the ancients and Moses was the leader.

The controlling pur- 
pose of a vocational 
department

school must be to fit its students for 


efficient work in a particular occupation 
or trade. The course of study in a vo- 
cational school is made up of such prac- 
tice or shop work, and such academic 
and science subjects, as are necessary or 
as may tie thought helpful to students 
who desire to prepare .themselves for 
the particular occupations taught in the 
school." 


As is hero indicated, each school is 


made to fit the needs of the community 
in which it is to be located, and to this 
end special surveys arc made to deter- 
mine these special requirements.

Book says further: 


"Theoretically 
vocational 
education 


means conserving the full talents and 
capacities of all our young people by 
determining what these talents and .-•a- 
pacities are. and by giving full oppor- 
tunity in our .schools for their cultiva- 
tion and development. Practically con- 
sidered vocational education means Sit- 
ting b\- education and training so far 
as this can. be done, all classes of peo- 
ple in a city or state for some form or 
creative and useful work. 


"We are coming to beliove that every 


citizen of the state should be prepared 
by education and training to do some 
useful form of work, for until this has 
been 'achieved the individual will not 
be able to make his own life of value to 
himself, or himself of service to ;o- 
ciety. 


• "The 
courses of study for evening 


schools are, in general, made out 
!>y 


practical teachers working in co-opera- 
tion with a committee of employers and 
skilled workmen from the trades, wlm 
know the needs and shortcomings of Oin 
workers. 
Each occupation is analy/al 


to determine what the workers in that 
Held are called upon to do and what 
they need to know to succeed in that 
trade. The men and women taking the 
courses have already selected their oc- 
cupations and are trying by attending 
evening or dull season classes to get the 
kind of knowledge and skill which will 
make them more 
proficient in their 


chosen occupation. They work in (hi: 
fhop or at their trade during the dav 
or busy season. In the four or six hours 


a week which they attend the voca- 
tional school, they are taught the sci- 
ences and 
technique which 
underlies 


their craft or trade and which they need 
to master to make them first class 
workmen. 


"Those who arc engaged in juvenile 


pursuits and drifting from one job to 
another, must be helped in a dilferent 
way. They must bo given more gencr.il 
education 
wd 
pre-vocational 
work. 


Thcv viust be guided and urged to make 
a selection of a permanent occupation 
or trade and then be prepared by spec- 
ial education or training for the work 
selected. 
The problem 
nf 
vocatir.im! 


guidance' looms large when we deal with 
this particular group. 


"'Ihey should lie given correct infor- 


mation about all occupations open to 
them. 
They should lie shown the nn- 


portunities tvhirh iho?o lines nf work 
present to the nn'ii and women who are 
well trained and prepared 
for 
t.heir 


work. Thcv should he taught to invc-- 
tigate ami ascertain from every possible 
smirce the, training that i? needed and 


the qualities of character that arc nee- 
essarv for succefs in these severnl oc- 
c'upations. 


"The individual pupils should be. stud- 


ied to determine, so far as posbiblo, 
their vocational aptitudes. The\- should 
nlso be given thorough practice in vari- 
ous kinds of shop work, an opportunity 
to try themselves out in a few funda- 
mental lines of work, 
jf this can not 


be done through actual shop work in 
the continuation school, their past work 
records should be studied with a view 
of determining their vocational bent. 
Thcv might also !»• helped through a 
placement bureau to secure work in 
(lill'pmit occupations. 


"Vocational education rightly consid- 


ered nii'iins that voting people at a cer- 
tain fitagn nf their educational career 
must be given correct information alion; 
modern social nnd industrial conditions, 
information which will enable them cor- 
rectly to understand and appreciate the 
more important, ways of making n liv- 
ing, prncticcd bv present day sociofv 
It prr'suppripr? a ccrtnin amount nf gen- 


eral education as a ha.sis, and takes for 
granted that <ill young people are going 
to be helped in the matter of selecting 
a life occupation which is in harmony 
with their native capacities and talents. 
It assumes that all young people will 
be given some chance in other lines of 
work besides the academic. 
It means 


that the la=t years of schooling for sv- 
erv boy and girl in the state, after a 
choice of an occupation has been mad.;, 
will be devoted to a kind of education 
which seeks to fit them specifically for 
the line of work which they expect to 
follow in life/'
